Disaster, according to Webster's, is a sudden or great 
misfortune, Calamity, Catastrophe, Cataclysm; 
implies an unforeseen mischance bringing with it 
destruction of life or Property or utter defeat, 

Disaster is also a loaded labor truck overturning on a 
dir road leading to the death of one man and injuries 
to another 84. 

And disaster is also the sudden inflex of those 84 
injured workers in a hospital with a total capicity of 73 

ls. 

Efficiency and cooperation was how that. disaster was 
handled at Glades General Hospital Monday following 
the accident on Okeelanta Sugar Mill Road just before 
dawn. 

„Hospital staff members and employes were called in 
ehrly in the morning, many when they were supposed 
tojbe off duty for the entire day, and others called in to 
see if they could be of help when they heard about 
what had happened. 

Bedding was still being brought in to handle the 
overload Monday afternoon and a number of the 
accident victims are still lying, uncomplaining, in the 
hallways on the second and thrid floors. 

No one, according to a hospital source who should 
know, } thought about going home Monday until the 
job was done, and there were a number of people who 
had n working the better part of the night before 
the accident occurred. 

For their part, the extimated 400 Okeelanta cane 
cutters who came to see their friends were, "as nice as 
they ld be, very cooperative” according to one 
Source. ' 

Gladés General Administrator Ben Clarke said,

He came up with the idea Tuesday, at a listening 
post session here, of using administrative procedures 
to consolidate Pahokee and Glade ‘Central High 
Schools into one school on two campuses. 

There would, of course, be problems and many people 
could be expected to-voice objections, some valid and 
some not, 

But the advantages, we think, would outweight the 
shortcomings of such an idea. N 

Providing a greater choice of subject material to the 
students is one of the biggest advantages to come out 
of such a move...and let's face it, education is the 
name of the game, or at least: it's supposed to be. 

And, regardless of what first impressions might be, it 
wouldn't be as hard as some think to have one school 
on two campuses, 

Many students could still get by with going to only 
one facility, but for those who want and need subjects 
without really popularity, this would be the answer. 

Carroll said he doesn’t expect action to be taken in 
the immediate future but the changeover could be 
made.by the 1975 school year. xi 
It's certainly worth honest consideration.

NEW YORK (ED) — The 
most exciting celestial display 
of the century is lighting up 
the sky this winter. The 
phenomenon is Comet Kohou- 
tek, named for the Czech-born 
astronomer who discovered 
the giant comet when it first 
entered our solar system last 
March, 

Because it will be visible 
while there is still light, 


photography buffs who want 
to record this awesome vis- 
itor’s appearance should cap- 
ture the spectacle on color 
film. An amateur with a 35- 
millimeter camera can photo- 
graph the white streak of the 
comet at its most dramatic— 
against the brightly-colored 
dawn and twilight sky. Hay- 
den Planetarium scientist 
Allen Seltzer suggests you'll 
need the following: ап ad- 
justable camera that allows 
you to vary shutter speed and 
lens opening ; a sturdy tripod ; 
fast film (GAF 200 Color 
Slide Film is recommended 
because it will give you a 
good black sky; the result will 
be color that is accurate over 
the long exposure time astro- 
photography requires). 

With equipment at hand 
follow these simple steps: 

1. Set camera on tripod or 
steady surface.

Senior high school students 
and senior citizens are among 
those receiving a special 
invitation to take part in a 
course in Fundamentals of 
Music at the Palm Beach 
Junior College Glades Center. 

Mrs. Esther Winger, who 
will be teaching the class, said 
she will be using the piano and 
voice to help teach music, 
including how to read sheet 
music. 

А total of three semester 
hours of college credit will be 
earned by those completing the 
course, Mrs. Winger said, but 
added this is primarily а 
chance. for those who have 
always wanted to learn more 
about music to do so.

“This is an excellent opportu- 
nity for the residents of the 
Glades to meet with their 
legislator. I hope I have a 
Musis response to the split 
visit." 


Lewis promised to make the 
энг visits to the Glades, as 
well as other outlying areas of 
his district, when he was 
running {ог office two years 


ago. With few exceptions, he 
has met with constituents 
every month since his election. 


said he is now offering a total 
of 65 classes, more than the 
center has ever offered in the 
past and he said more than 400 
students have already regis- 
tered for the winter term as 
compared to 370 who regis.

“We have 10 classes at 
Glades Correctional Institution

"One of the things м still 
having trouble with,” Conley 
said, “is that a lot of people in 
the area still think the only 
kind of courses we offer is 
freshman and sophomore 
courses to be given to kids 
starting college.” 

He said they don't associate 
the center with courses 
designed to meet the general 
needs of the community and 
said a course in electronics 
which is being offered this year 
has a total enrollment of 10. 

"And of the 10," he said, 
"eight are from GCI. There are 

—only.--Awo-- people- from-— the 
community who is taking 
advantage of it." 

He said the center has 
offered courses in areas such 
as small business administra- 
tion and computer technology, 
which should be of wide 
interest to the community, and 
had few or no students 
interested in taking them. 

‘He said he is now attempting 
to set up a course in diesel 
mechanics but has reached a 
bottleneck in finding a building 
to house the course in. 

Conley said he has let some 
courses go this term which 
would ordinarily not be 
allowed to meet in an effort to. 
build interest in the commu- 
nity and to acquaint the 
community with the fact this 
type course is available. 

“We have an average of 14 
to 15 students per class so far 
this term,” he said, “whereas 
we should have an average of 
18 to 19. We have a permanent 
faculty of- seven instructors 
now and a part time staff of 
19," ! 

Conley said anyone wishing 
more information on what 
courses are still available сап 
find out by calling the office of 
the registrar at 996-3055.

HOMESTEAD - SENIOR CITIZENS EXEMPTION - WIDOWS - DISABLED VETERANS 
NON-MILITARY DISABILITY - AGRICULTURAL - TANGIBLE PERSONAL PROPERTY 


COME IN AS SOON AS POSSIBLE 


HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION 
FLORIDA LAW requires that applications be made by April 1, 1974, to be eligible for this $5,000.00 exemption. All three of 
these qualifications must be met: . 
1. You must have been a legal resident of Palm Beach County on January 1, 1974. 
2. You must have owned the property on January 1, 1974. 
3. You, or a person wholly supported by you, must have lived on the property as of January 1, 1974. 


YOU MUST HAVE, in order to file, a Voter's Registration Card obtainable in Court House Annex, 810 Datura Street, if one 
year residen! requirement is met, or a Certificate of Domicile if you have resided here for less than one year (obtainable in 
Court House, Room 201 for $4.00), Florida Drivers License and Florida Vehicle Registration (if you drive and own a car.) 
YOU SHOULD HAVE, or you will be delayed, a Warranty Deed (Condo. and private home owners), Proprietary Lease or 
Certificate of Stock Ownership (Co-op owners), or other proof of ownership. 

NOTE: Alien residents to qualify must also have a permanent Visa Card. 


$5,000 ADDITIONAL HOMESTEAD FOR ELDERLY / 
For every person who is entitled to the regular Homestead Exemption and who has been a permanent resident of this 
state for the last 5 consecutive years and who is 65 years of age or older as of January 1, 1974. The exemption is increased 
to $10,000 for taxes levied by district school board for current'school operating purposes. (This does not apply to city, 


county or other tax districts). WIDOW'S EXEMPTION 


Widows are also entitled to file an additional $500.00 widow's exemption. They must have a death certificate or other 
proof of husband's death. 
NON-MILITARY DISABILITY 

Any person with a 100%. total and permanent disability, or who is legally blind or who is totally and permanently disabled 
due to the loss of a limb, is entitled to an exemption of $500.00 plus his homestead exemption and must either be 
currently certified by the Florida Department of Health and Rehabilitative Services or two licensed physicians of the State 
of Florida to be totally and permanently disabled. 

DISABLED VETERAN'S EXEMPTION 
A disabled veteran who has 1096 or more wartime disability, is entitled to dn additional $500.00 beyond Homestead 
Exemption. A "V.A." letter must accompany application, or other acceptable record of disability. 


AGRICULTURAL (GREENBELT) FILINGS 
All owners or lessees of agricultural lands who desire agricultural zoning for tax purposes on their property must file an 
agricultural return every year with the Assessor between January 1 and April 1. 
TANGIBLE PERSONAL PROPERTY 


Includes property such as business furniture and fixtures, machinery and equipment, stock of merchandise, livestock, 
household goods and personal effects, etc. (Household goods and personal effects of Florida residents are exempt from 
this tax). Tangible returns must be filed with the Assessor between January 1 and April 1. Failure to file a return will result 
in a penalty and an assessment will be made as provided by law.
